3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 

Allowance: Dennison et al. is the closest prior art of record. 
Dennison et al however, in regards to claim 16 and its dependent 
claims , fail to teach or suggest maintaining an accumulation of 
sector times where each sector time is equal to the time required 
for a data storage sector to pass the transducer. Dennison also 
fails to teach setting the accumulation of sector times to zero 
each time the transducer is moved to a new track. 

In regards to claim 1 and its dependent claims, Dennison 
fails to teach or suggest an accumulator clock means which 
repetitively provides an accumulator clock signal to the 
accumulator so long as the accumulator contents do not exceed the 
contents of the first counter. Dennison also fails to teach a 
partial reset means which resets the accumulator each time the 
head is moved to a new track.
